R euther’s plan would give em ­ 
ployes 25 per cent of a com pany’s 
profits above IO per cent of net 
capital before taxes. Another 25 
per cent would go to car buyers 
in the form of rebates. The rest 
—50 per cent—would be kept by 
the company.

The mayor told the com m ission 
he is looking ahead through the 
next few years, which will see 
completion of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway — opening the Great Lakes 
to 
ocean-going 
vessels—and 
the 
proposed construction of a lake- 
to-river highway between Ashta­ 
bula and E ast Liverpool. 


Lawrence said he already has 
gathered “ a thick file” of m aterial 
on river port development, includ­ 
ing the nam es of engineering firms 
that m ade surveys for m ajor cities 
such as St. Louis. 


“ I am interested in a survey 
showing 
E ast Liverpool’s poten­ 
tial as a port,” he told the com­ 
m ission. “ E ast Liverpool will re­ 
main primarily a com m ercial town 
if we don’t look ahead and keep in 
mind the riverfront area.” 
He said he wants “ a com petent 
engineering-econom ic 
survey 
of 
E ast Liverpool’s 
potential as 
a 
river port.” 
Although the m ayor did not in­ 
clude it in his brief remarks last 
night, law permits a m unicipality 
to establish a port authority to de­ 
velope its river or lake front. 
A port authority would have the 
right of eminent domain, 
enab­ 
ling it to acquire property through 
court 
condemnation 
proceedings, 
if necessary. In addition, a port 
authority has the right to issue 
m ortgage revenue bonds to de­ 
velop a municipal facility. 
M ortgage revenue bonds are re­ 
tired by the income from the oper­ 
ation they finance. Therefore, they 
are not a direct obligation on the 
taxpayers. It was a m ortgage reve­ 
nue bond issue that financed East 
Liverpool’s sew age disposal sys­ 
tem. The bonds are retired by 
charges against persons who use 
sewers. 
Statistics compiled by the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce show the steady 
growth of river traffic here. 
In l l months of 1957, 5,330 tows 
were locked through Dam 
8 , an 
increase of 25.4 per cent over the 
4,251 shown at the sam e tim e in 
1956. The tows represented 16,690,- 
650 tons, an increase of 18.4 per 
cent over the 14,099,850 tons shown 
at the sam e tim e in the preceding 
year.

It m ight be necessary to raise the national 
debt lim it above 275 billion, th ere would be 
no tax cuts (except for sm all business, p er­ 
haps > and a deficit of 400 m illion w as loom ­ 
ing for the cu rren t 12 m onths ending June 


30 — but the m oney would be th ere when the 
spenders needed it. 
T hat w as the gist of the budget m essage. 
W e think an equally im portant m essage 
w as being delivered at the sam e tim e by Wil­ 
liam J. G rede, who heads the tax com m ittee 
of N ational A ssociation of M anufacturers. B e­ 
cause everybody will have a chance to learn 
w hat M r. E isenhow er said about governm ent 
and alm ost no one will learn w hat a business 
spokesm an told the H ouse W ays and M eans 
C om m ittee about the enterprise th at pays the 
governm ent’s bills, we herew ith offer a p a ra ­ 
p hrase of his testim ony: 
G overnm ent spending thrives in the shade 
of the old m oney tree th at is kept alive by 
the enterp rise system . P lanners and spend­ 
ers who talk big about w hat “ we are going 
to do” are pow erless to do a thing until en­ 
te rp rise does som ething first. 
E n te rp rise m akes all the m oney they spend. 
It backs up th eir credit. It produces th eir 
m ilitary h ard w are and their foreign aid. And 
in retu rn for w hat it does, enterprise ex­ 
pects governm ent to be aw are of the term s 
of its survival. 


It cannot grow — it cannot survive —w ith­ 


out adequate capital. In the U nited States, 
unlike the Soviet Union, the tools of produc­ 
tion m ust be paid for by the people who 
m anage them . They are not paid for by poli­ 


ticians with m oney taken out of the public 
treasu ry . If the scaredv - cats in this coun­ 
try w ant to get the shakes, they s h o u l d 
think about the danger of letting socialists 
underm ine enterprise by using federal incom e 
tax law s to starv e it to death. 
This is not m erely a possibility. It is an 
actuality provable by the fact the ra te of new 
growth in the U nited States is lagging far 
behind the ra te in the Soviet Union, w here 
socialists are in a position to shake the old 
m oney tree for its fruit without asking any­ 
one’s consent. 
The m ain thing the U nited States needs, 
if the tru th w ere to be acknow ledged, is tax 
reform to m ake it possible for enterprise to 
support the federal governm ent’s needs and 
policies. U nless the producers of w ealth are 
perm itted to keep ab re ast of the spenders of 
w ealth, th e re w ill com e a day when they 
w ill need um psteen billion dollars to ^ave 
A m erica and the m oney tre e will have died 
of neglect. T here w on't be anything left to 
shake down. 
This is not the way M r. G re d ^ sa id it. But 
it is w hat he w as driving at in a 17-page 
statem ent, which struck us as m uch m ore 
im portant than the already well known fact 
the federal spenders a re asking for 74 bil­ 
lion dollars to cover their m inim um needs 
for the 12 m onths startin g July I. The m oney 
will have to be earned before it can be 
spent — but the spenders never m ention that. 


Bulganin Debunked

Kremlin Threatens U.N. Survival 


The text of P resident E isenhow er’s reply 


to P re m ie r B ulganin’s two notes shows w hat 


the issue is betw een W ashington and the 


K rem lin. 


It is w hether or not the U nited N ations will 
be set aside in favor of a retu rn to piecem eal 
diplom acy, with each governm ent m aking the 
best deal it can m ake with the K rem lin. 


The P resident m akes it clear in his reply 
th a t everything w hich Bulganin m entions as 
a desirable possibility can be done and has 
been attem pted inside the fram ew ork of the 
U nited N ations. He therefore questions the 
K rem lin’s good faith in proposing th a t the 
sam e things be discussed in a new fram ew ork. 
This explains why la st D ecem ber’s NATO 
conference w as so im portant. The K rem lin’s 
Intention to sh a tte r confidence in collective 
security by appearing to prom ise g rea ter re ­ 
sults from piecem eal negotiations with individ­ 
u al governm ents w as being discounted by a 
dem onstration of solidarity. 
The rub is the possibility th at other govern­ 
m ents m ay be willing to try th eir luck w ith 
piecem eal negotiations. T heir faith in the 


U nited N ations is no stronger than the faith 
of A m ericans who have itched to scuttle it in 
favor of going it alone — unilateral action, 
in diplom atic jargon, as opposed to m ulti­ 
la teral action. 
The U nited States has no confidence in 
piecem eal negotiations It has bent over back­ 
w ard to rea ssu re its allies th a t it never would 
go over their heads or behind th eir backs to 
im prove its own relations 
w ith the 
Soviet 
Union. But it c a r lo t be sure th a t they will 
not be tem pted to try their luck, or th at the 
K rem lin will not succeed in breaking down 
U.N. solidarity by offering them m ore a ttra c ­ 
tive te rm s individually than they could get 
collectively. 
The K rem lin could well afford to do this, 
because its prom ises are not binding on it 
under the cynical philosophy that no prom ise 
needs to be kept beyond the point of con­ 
venience. 
A m ericans who have blasted persistently at 
the U N. credo of collective security now have 
a determ ined ally in Moscow. Bulganin and 
his associates have m ade real headw ay in the 
last few m onths.

This developm ent already h a s 
occurred in several m ajo r indus­ 
tries, indicating to the experts that 
in tw o decades the new labor lead­ 
er will have to be a trained college 
grad u ate to head a m ovem ent in 
which the production and m ain te­ 
nance w orkers, the over-ailed m en 
of today, will have all but disap­ 
peared. 


At this m om ent 50 per cent of 
the w orkers in the oil refining in­ 
dustry are w hite collar, non-produc­ 
tion w orkers. At least 40 per cent 
in the chem ical $nd airc ra ft indus­ 
tries are w hite collar w orkers. Of 
those in the electrical industry, 
one-third a re clerical, technical or 
professional. 


AS AUTOMATIC ni a c h i n e r y 
which in turn runs other m achin­ 
ery is installed and alm ost literally 
learn s “ to think” by itself, the pro­ 
duction and m aintenance w orkers 
in the auto and steel industries 
a re being replaced by the white col­ 
la r people — including increasing 
num bers of wom en. 


It w ent alm ost unnoticed l a s t 
T uesday, but this trend explains

The P resident trac es in his le t­ 
ter* th e Soviet record and chal­ 
lenges the K rem lin to m ake good 
on its pledges and to give evidence 
of its sincerity. 
He m akes a host of far - rea ch ­ 
ing proposals — all the w ay from 
a cessation of testing of nuclear 


w eapons and .the abolition of stock­ 
piles of bom bs and m issiles under

in the captive countries. 


WHAT THE P resident says m ay 
be sum m arized in this w ay: 
“ We are with you in principle in 
trying to find a w ay to d isa rm a­ 
m ent and peace.

m ent. If there is som ething speci­ 
fic w orked out, som e progress th at 
we can see ahead of tim e, I ’ll go 
anyw here in the world to attend a 
‘sum m it’ conference or any other 
kind of conference to sign such an 
agreem ent. But there m ust be a 
reliable m eans of protection 
so 
that we shall know you will keep 
your w ord.” 


M ost significant is the way the 
P resident 
em phasizes 
the differ­ 
ence betw een a free governm ent 
and a 
dictatorship. 
He 
outlines 
how the people of the U n i t e d 
States “ exert 
such 
constitutional 
control over governm ent that 
no 
governm ent could possibly initiate 
an aggressive w a r.” 


THE PR ESID EN T refrains from 
describing the operations of 
the 
dictatorship in Moscow and how it 
can suddenly plunge the people of 
the Soviet Union into w ar without 
their consent. But he does add the 
following rem inder: 
‘T h e past 40 y ears provide an 
opportunity to judge the co m para­ 
tive peace records of our 
t w o 
sy stem s.” 
The 40 - y ear period goes back 
to 1917, when the Im perial G erm an 
governm ent, m ade “ scraps of p a­ 
p e r” of its treaties of peace and 
sta rted W orld W ar I. It takes us 
through 1939, when another d icta­ 
torship 
in 
B erlin 
did the sam e 
thing and provoked W orld W ar II. 
It brings us to 1950, when 
the 
Moscow 
governm ent 
deliberately 
arm ed a puppet governm ent 
in 
N orth K orea and, starting with a 
“ surprise 
a tta c k ,” 
conducted 
a 
w ar against the U nited 
N ations 
forces th at alm ost becam e global. 
It carries us through 1956, when 
the Soviet tanks crushed the p a ­ 
triots in H ungary. It culm inates in 
1957 when the Soviets sent arm s 
to stir up the peoples of the M id­ 
dle E a st against one another. 


MR. EISEN H O W ER’S letter is a 
m ilestone in the negotiating pro­ 
cess. He scorns the priv ate deal 
type of “ su m m it” conference and 
calls for conferences step by step 
through 
diplom atic 
channels. 
Then, he says, a m eeting by heads 
of state to ratify everything th at 
has been done can be held. 
This is the 
boldest 
challenge 
presented by the dem ocracies 
of 
the world in the entire E ast-W est 
struggle since the ending of world 
w ar IL It will rally the free wprld 
and should clear aw ay once and 
for all any doubts about A m erican 
leadership. E ven in an age of m is­ 
siles, A m erica h asn ’t lost its p er­ 
spicacity, its determ ination or its 
capacity for understanding decep­ 
tion and trick ery in th e guise of 
propaganda for a “ sum m it” con­ 
ference.

out loud are being shouted from 
the housetops. 
One of them has been a pet sub­ 
ject in this colum n over a period 
of y ears — that the secret of educa­ 
tion is incentive. 
Pupils who w ant to learn and 
have the brains to learn never are 
handicapped unduly by the things 
th at 
are w rong with 
education. 
They overcom e the handicaps and 
becom e the beneficiaries of their 
own struggle. 
M eanw hile, pupils who are indif­ 
ferent 
to 
learning 
or 
lack 
the 
brainpow er to latch onto it are 
held up as so rry exam ples of edu­ 
cation’s 
failure 
to 
perform 
m iracles. Frequently, in order to 
offset th eir inability to get any­ 
w here with academ ic subjects, they 
a re encouraged to am ass educa­ 
tional credits in goofy courses that 
are at best nothing but occupation­ 
al therapy and at w orst are a 
w aste of m oney. 
As the free-for-all discussion con­ 
tinues, incentive is going to em erge 
as the guts of the problem . It is 
going to be so evident that no one 
can gloss it over any longer that 
this 
country 
has 
m ade g i a n t 
strides in basket - w eaving, baton 
tw irling and fudge - m aking while 
losing ground in speaking, a rith ­ 
m etic, 
reading, 
m athem atics, 
chem istry, 
physics, history, 
lan­ 
guage and geQgraphy, because kids 
took the easy w ay out with their 
p a re n ts’ consent. 
We all shared to som e extent 
the notion tha* education could be 
m easured by w hat it cost, instead 
of w hat it taught. We all shared 
to som e extent the bubble - headed 
dream th a t living had grown so 
easy it no longer required p ersp ir­ 
ation. 
T hat is w hat hurt incentive; that 
is why thoughtful schoolm en are 
w arning th at no am ount o ' m oney 
will produce m ore results unless 
bright kids buckle down to hard 
subjects and let the easy ones die 
on the vine. T here m ust be a 
change of h eart am ong the poten­ 
tially 
educable. 
Actually, 
things 
a re so bad in this reg ard th at 
bright kids are som etim es put on 
the defensive about their bright­ 
ness. 
In W altham , M ass., a citizens’ 


com m ittee learned that m ore was 
spent on football than on science. 
This is not peculiar to W altham , 
m oreover. It is w hat is bound to 
happen when the ex tra-cu rricu lar 
tail is perm itted to wag the educa­ 
tional dog. 


If the free-for-all discussion Is 
w orth the hubbub it is creating, 
it will bring into the open the 
fact 
th a t 
educational 
em phasis 
has been allowed to shift from fun­ 
dam ental education to frills and 
fripperies. P erh ap s they are w orth­ 
while. In all probability, they can ­ 
not be ditched. But they can be 
and should be subordinated to the 
purpose of education, which is to 
educate the educable. 


Wily? B ecause we have discov­ 
ered — in tim e, if w e’re lucky — 
that we need the educated educa­ 
ble to supply the brainpow er to 
keep us ab reast of progress in the 
Age of Knowledge. All play and no 
work m akes Jack a dull boy.
